Committee Orders Strict 
Financial Accounting; 
Nepotism Prohibited. 


Ordering a strict financial account- 
ing of all future primaries, barring 
relatives of candidates and executive 
committee members as election man- 
agers or clerks, and tabooing future 
“trades” among candidates to  pre- 
vent runovers, the city democratic 
committee Wednesday night set Octo- 
ber 21 as the date for the 1931 pri- 
mary in Atlanta, and voted to close 
entry lists at noon on Saturday, Sep- 
tember 19. 

Registration lists will be closed at 


5 o'clock Monday afternoon, Septem- 
ber 21. Candidate fees were set as 
follows: Aldermen, $200; council- 
men, $150; board of education mem- 
bers, $50; and executive committee 
members, $10. Aldermen Frank H. 
Reynolds, of the eighth, and Ben T. 
Huiet, of the third, qualified. 

Swinging into action with virtual 
unanimity of opinion, the committee 
enacted its election reforms, and ca'l- 
ed on council to pass an ordinance to 
bar workers from campaigning within 
100 yards of the polls. 

Dr. Samuel Green, chairman, was 
given, a rising vote of confidence by 
the committee after Julian Boehm, 
who last year led a fight for a late 
primary, had praised him for his ef- 
forts to purge the primary “of any 
criticism and to insure clean and hon- 
est elections.” 

The committee head announced that 
there will be a school for election man- 
agers and clerks and that they will 
be instructed on how to handle an 
election before the primary date. 

Boehm made the motion that the 
primary be held October 21 and it 
was passed unanimously, as well ss 
the motions governing the closing 
dates of the entry and the registration 
ists.

ROOSEVELT RAPS 
HOOVER FINANCING 


Making ‘New Debts To 
Wipe Out Old Assailed 
by N. Y. Executive. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Sept. 9.—@#® 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, New York gov- 
ernor and potential democratic presi- 
dential nominee, tonight took issue 
with the latest financial plan of Presi- 
dent Hoover's cabinet. 

The governor brought to a dinner 
annually given a large number of 
farmers and agricultural organizations 
an address in which he advised his 
home state that it would be “‘very fool- 
ish” to follow the precedent estab- 
lished by the federal government in 
floating an $800,000,000 long-term 
bond issue to “cure the defects of a 
budget.” ‘The bond issue plan has 
been credited to Andrew W. Mellon, 
secretary of the treasury. 

Governor Roosevelt admonished par- 
ticularly against the use of such a 


plan by New York state to meet emer- 
gencies imposed by the economic de- 
pression, declaring. that “we cannot 
and must not borrow against the fu- 
ture,” because “depression is today's 
problem.” The executive's remarks 
were contained in his address pre- 


pared for the annual farm dinner held 
in connection with the Syracuse State 
Fair and given by Jerome D. Barnum, 
—, of the Syracuse Post-Stand- 
ard. 

In the address, the governor repeat- 
ed his policy of having any govern- 
ment pay expenses as they arise in- 
stead of creating a debt through long 
bond issues to be paid off in future 
years. Drawing an analogy between 
a government and an individual Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt said the individual 
would be at his “rope’s end” if he 
met his current deficits by borrowing 
against his capital, unless “it should 
happen that the luck of fools takes 
care of him.” 

“I don’t believe,” Governor Roose- 
velt said, “in banking on fool's luck 
as applied to the public finances, in 
spite of the fact that it has come to 
the rescue of some communities and 
some divisions of government in this 
nation at times in the past. “Times 
of depression such as the present 
teach us something about 


public financing and public thrift.

Closer Organization Sought. 

Plans for bringing the tourist and 
convention bureau back into the cham- 
ber are under way in negotiations be- 
tween diréctors of the convention or- 
ganization and the chamber, Mr. Le- 
Craw said. The convention: bureau 
originally was a part of the chamber 
of commerce, but, like several other 


divisions of the chamber, drifted away” 


and obtained its own autonomy. 

“Various functions of the chamber 
have gradually drifted into separate 
organizations, such as the convention 
bureau,” Mr. LeCraw said. “These 
organizations’ functions parallel those 
of the chamber of commerce, and we 
hope to bring them back into the 
chamber as a part of our program to 
develop a ‘Community Chest’ of civic 
organizations. 

“Our plans are to co-ordinate ef- 
forts of those striving to help Atlan- 
ta, and to simplify the organization 
system so as to accomplish more and 
better results with the same money. 
Space is available in the Chamber of 
Commerce building for all of the func- 
tions of a chamber, and there is no 
reason why the money spent for rent 
by organizations with chamber of 
commerce functions cannot be saved. 
Likewise, duplication of overhead 
should be reduced.” 

Mr. LeCraw revealed that the 
American City Bureau, reviver of 
trade boards and commerce chambers, 
will confer with officials of the local 
chamber next Wednesday on the sub- 
ject of rebuilding the organization. 

Younger Men Injected. 

“Georgia and Atlanta are being 
boomed all over the nation as a young 
man’s state and town,” Mr. LeCraw 
said. “When they elected me presi- 
dent of the chamber, I told them I was 
tuo young, being only 35, but they 
said ‘we need young men and 
would rather have you now than 
later.” The senior chamber and the 
junior chamber have grown closer ‘to- 
gether in the last few years, and the 
senior body is drafting the younger 
men. N, Baxter Maddox, a former 
president of the junior chamber, like 
myself, has been a president of the 
senior chamber. Horace Russell and 
George W. West also have gone from 
the junior chamber to president of the 
senior body. 

“For executive vice president of the 
chamber, we want a young local man 
who is entirely familiar with Atlanta 
conditions and who knows everyone 
here ... a man whose interests are 
tied up with Atlanta and one who is 
both an executive and a_ salesman. 
Younger men are needed to do the 
work that is to be done. The Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce is not any 
longer the representative of capital, 
but represents the workers. Those who 
believe that the chamber is tied up 
with the trusts and would promote 
low wages are thinking in terms of 
1915, and should wake up and learn 
what we are doing.

@y MANY PLANS HEARD 
r \BY TEXAS SOLONS 


Reduction of Acreage 
Finds Many Adherents. 
Two “No-Cotton” Pro- 
posals in House. 


The south’s decision on Governor 
Huey P. Long's plan to eliminate the 
1932 cotton crop or on some other gen- 
eral price stabilization plan is a step 
nearer today as the result of the fol- 
lowing developments Wednesday : 

Governor Ibra C. Blackwood, of 
South Carolina, issued a call for a 
special session of the legislature to 
be convened at Columbia next Mon- 
day to decide on some measure to as- 
sist in price stabilization. 

Between 7,000 and 8,000 Texas 
farmers at a mass meeting at Aus- 
tin voted almost unanimously in favor 
of Governor Long’s plan for elimina- 
tion of the 1932 crop. A feature of 
this meeting was the address of Eu- 
gene Talmadge, Georgia commissioner 
of agriculture, who was loudly cheer- 
ed by the Texans. 

Half a dozen relief measures were 
offered in the Texas legislature in 
the second day of it’s extraordinary 
session to decide on what plan to 
adopt. 

Governor Richard B. Russell, of 
Georgia, decided not to make a per-

COLUMBIA, 8. C., Sept. 9.—_)— 
Governor Blackwood this aftérnoon 
announced he would call the South 
Carolina legislature to meet in an 
extra session next Monday at noon 
to consider the cotton price situation. 

In making his announcement, the 
governor said he had received signed 
pledges from a majority of the 170 
members that they would confine the 
session to 10 days, would consider 
no legislation except the proposal for 
prohibition of cotton planting next 
year and would accept no compen- 
sation, except actual expenses limited 
to $5 a day. 

The action of Governor Blackwood 
had been awaited since his return 
from the cotton conference held in 
New Orleans last month at the call 
of Governor Huey P. Long, of Louisi- 
ana. The+ South Carolina executive 
at that time indicated his own ap- 
proval of the “Long plan,” providing 
a s legal ban of cotton planting for 
1932. 


The special session will be the first 
of its kind since 1914, when the then 


governor, Cole L. Blease, summoned 
the South Carolina legislature to meet

Rare Medicine Rushed by Airplane’ 
To Treat Poverty-Stricken Mother 


CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—(/)—A small 
vial of cortin extract arrived by air- 
plane at 8:08 p. m. tonight (C. D. T:) 
from Buffalo, N. Y. It was rushed 
here to treat a poverty-stricken moth- 
er of six children who is suffering 
from Addison's disease for which doc- 
tors had prescribed the rare medicine. 

The mother is Mrs. Andrew Nel- 
son, 42, who is suffering from Addi- 
son's disease, which occurs in persons 
whose adrenal glands are déstroyed. 
It results in weakened heart action, 
physical exhaustion, and exaggerated 
pigmentation of the skin. 

Cortin, which is extracted from the 
adrenal glands of cattle, is said by 


physicians to have cured the disease 
in recent cases. The glands of 150 
cattle are required to manufacture 
enough for one day’s treatment. 

Dr. Richard Torpin sought the aid 
of scientists and physicians through- 
out the nation today in a search for 
enough cortin to treat Mrs. Nelson. 
Finally it was learned that the Uni- 
versity of Buffalo had a supply. Dr. 
Frank A. Hartman, of the university, 
agreed to furnish enough cortin to 
treat Mrs. Nelson for three days— 
about six ounces.

G. 0. P. LEADER SUPPORTS 
ROOSEVELT RELIEF PLAN 

NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—(#)—The 
powerful support of the republican 
state chairman was placed today be- 
hind the unemployment relief pro- 
posals presented to the state legisla- 
ture by New York’s democratic gov- 
ernor, Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Although no official announcement 
was made, it was learned at republican 
state headquarters here that Chairman 
W. Kingsland Macy had sent word to 
Albany that the republican party must 
avoid any charges of obstructive tac- 
tics, 

Barring a breach within the repub- 
lican ranks, such as occurred tempo- 
rarily over the New York city inves- 
tigation measure last winter, New 
York newspapers predicted early pas- 
sage of the governor's unemployment 
relief program. 

This provides for establishment of 
an emergency commission of three, 
named by the governor, to administer 
the contemplated $20,000,000 fund 
which Roosevelt plans to obtain by 
increased income taxes. 

First intimation that Chairman 
Macy had decided to support the 
Roosevelt-democratic program came 
when the Long Island delegation in 
the legislature, representing Macy's 
home district, announced themselves 
in favor of the governor's plan. 

In supporting the Roosevelt plan 
Assemblyman Edwin W. Wallace, of 
Nassau, generally regarded as Macy's 
spokesman in the lower house, de- 
clared it was “foolish” for the ma- 
jority party to oppose Roosevelt's plan 
“simply because the governor is a 
democrat.” 

Action by Macy followed closely a 
report by a republican-controlled joint 
legislative committee opposing the 
governors program. 

The committee report, denounced by 
democratic legislators today as “‘pre- 
sumptuous” and “trifling,” was draft- 
ed along the lines of a substitute un- 
employment program laid down by the 
republican legislative leaders. 

The principal variation between the 
democratic and republican- programs 
lay in the manner in which the relief 
fund was to be raised and adminis- 
tered. The republicans had opposed 
increased taxation at this time, assert- 
ing the money should be raised by 
emergency curtailments in the state 
budget, and had contended admin-
